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'Conditional' 
£70m art 
offer refused 
by cathedral

CANTERBURY Cathedral 
bosses have turned down the 
offer of a mysterious triptych 
purported to be worth a 
staggering £70 million. 

The work was offered to the cathe¬ 
dral by a reclusive artist named 
Kongthin Pearlmich last month, 
and the cathedral board spent near¬ 
ly two weeks deliberating before 
coming to a final decision last 
Friday. 

A spokesman said: “There was a 
list of conditions attached to the 
offer, one of which was that we had to 
display it for a year. If after this year 
we wanted to sell it, the artist 
retained the right to take it back, so 
we would not necessarily have got 
any money from the sale. 

Unknown 

“And even if the sale had gone 
through, we would only have got a 
third of the proceeds as the artist 
stipulated it must go to two other 
unnamed charities as well.” 

The offer, which the cathedral say 
they are treating as genuine, was 
made by representatives of the artist, 
who seems to be unknown in the art 
world by critics and experts - leading 
some observers to suggest the whole 
thing has been an elaborate hoax. 

If so, it is a cruel trick to play as the 
cathedral is currently trying to raise 
£50m to fund vital restoration work. 

Specialists at auction houses 
Christies and Sotheby’s say they 
have never heard the name 
Kongthin Pearlmich before, despite 
the £70m price tag of this work mak¬ 
ing him one of the most expensive

artists in the world. 

The asking price for the triptych 
eclipses For the Love of God - the 
£50m platinum skull covered with 
8,601 diamonds by Damian Hirst. 

Yourcanterbury this week spoke to 
Michael Leighton, a Gibralter-based 
agent and the only contact for the 
elusive Mr Pearlmich, said: 
“Kongthin has always shunned the 
art world, and all his sales are con¬ 
ducted privately. He has never sold 
any work through an auction house, 
or publicised himself in any way, and 
nor would he ever wish to.” 

Attempts to speak to Mr Pearlmich 
to banish suggestions of a hoax were 
turned down by Mr Leighton who 
insisted this was no con. 

The piece, entitled The Man 
Delusion, consists of three 15ft high 
panels, each containing a sculpture 
of the crucifixion made of reconsti¬ 
tuted marble. It is currently on dis¬ 
play in King’s College, Cambridge. 

The work offered to Canterbury 
Cathedral is one of four. Mr Leighton 
said another had been sold to an 
unnamed American buyer for 
£69.7m, while another has been 
offered to the Vatican. 


Probe as lorry hits 
10-year-old cyclist 

A 10-YEAR-old is in a stable condi¬ 
tion after an accident involving a 
lorry last week. 

The crash happened at about 
4.10pm on Thursday on the A28 
Sturry Road at the junction with 
Reed Avenue, Canterbury. 

The boy was riding a pushbike 
when he was struck by a lorry, driven 
by a local man. 

The 10-year-old suffered potentially 
life-threatening injuries and was 
taken to the QEQM Hospital in 
Margate. 

He was later transferred to a spe¬ 
cialist London hospital. The road was 
closed for five hours whilst officers 
got an investigation under way. 

Schoolgirl 'stable' 
after horror crash 

AN 11-year-old girl was seriously 
injured in a collision with a car in 
Nackington Road on Monday. 

The girl, from the Dover area, was 
taken to the Royal London Hospital by 
air ambulance, following the accident 
at 4pm. 

At the time of going to press, the girl 
was in a stable condition. No-one else 
was injured. The road remained closed 
until 7.45pm. 

Teaching profession 
hopes to benefit 
from credit crunch 

CITY workers looking for a change of 
career in the increasingly depressing 
financial sector are turning to teach¬ 
ing, it was claimed in the national 
press last week.

Duo's appeal over 
killing kicked out 

THE killers of Whitstable dad Mark 
Witherall will serve full terms after los¬ 
ing their appeal this week. 

Mark Elliott, 21, of Sandpiper Road, 
and 19-year-old Curtis Delima, of Regent 
Street, were jailed for kicking Mark 
Witherall to death when he discovered 
the pair burgling his house. 

Elliott will serve a minimum of 23 
years before being able to apply for 
release, while Delima faces a minimum 
of 20 years behind bars for the murder. 

The youths from Whitstable took Mr 
Witherall’s house keys from his girl¬ 
friend during a party in the town then 
went looking for things to steal, along 
with 16-year-old Gerry Cusden. 

When Mr Witherall discovered the rob¬ 
bers and chased them out, he was struck 
with a spirit level by Delima, and kicked 
as he lay on the floor. The youths then ran¬ 
sacked the house, leaving him for dead. 

Mr Witherall was found by members of 
the public, but died several weeks later 
in hospital from his injuries. 

Lord Justice Hooper, dismissing the 
appeals, said: “It is not arguable that the 
two minimum terms were manifestly 
excessive.”

Population is 
booming say 
latest figures 

THE Canterbury district has seen 
one of the highest population 
growths in the South East accord¬ 
ing to recent research. 

Across the area, the population 
has risen by 12 per cent in the last 
10 years, putting Canterbury in the 
top five growth boroughs below 
only Ashford, Milton Keynes and 
Oxford. 

The district’s population has risen 
from 132,600 in 1997 to 148,000 in 
2007, an increase of 15,400. 

Researchers say increases in the 
number of births, decreases in the 
number of deaths and changes in 
the pattern of international migra¬ 
tion into and out of the area have 
all contributed to population 
growth in the decade to 2007. 

They also claim an increase in 
the number of workers commuting 
to London has added to the total of 
people moving to the South East. 

According to the council, the popu¬ 
lation increase has been absorbed 
across the district as opposed to any 
specific area, with several large new 
developments providing the homes. 

The research was compiled using 
data from the Office of National 
Statistics, and the local authority 
population estimates have been 
taken from the NOMIS database of 
official labour market statistics.

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DONATED blood from Canterbury 
volunteers will help reveal the 
mysteries of the country’s genetic 
make-up as part of a groundbreak¬ 
ing medical project 

The survey, called the People of the British 
Isles Project, is being carried out by geneticists 
at Oxford University. 

Researchers are looking for people whose 
four grandparents were bom in the same 
mral parish, or a locality within a 40 mile 
radius of each other. 

It is hoped this will make an individual a 
good genetic representative of the area. 

The project is looking to collect 3,500 blood 
samples from all around the UK. 

Tammy Day, from the project said: “This 
really is the last chance we have of being able 
to carry out this kind of survey in the country. 

“Because everyone is so much more mobile 
these days it is quite rare to find people who fit 
into the criteria we need. We really need the 
people to come from fairly settled communi¬ 
ties.” 

The scientists say Kent is a particularly 
important region for the study. 

Historically, the Saxons had a big impact on 
the area, followed by the invasion of the 
Normans. As well as these invasions, there 
has been a strong sense of local identity in dif¬ 
ferent parts of Kent which has maintained 
communities with a distinct history. 

Once the genetic map of the country has 
been made it will be used in two ways. 

The first will be to help scientists under¬ 
stand the susceptibility of people to common 


diseases such as cancer or diabetes. It will also 
help to get a better understanding of the 
impact that people such as the Vikings and 
Anglo-Saxons had in creating our genetic 
make-up and how it is connected with the rest 
of Europe. 

The study is anonymous, and no individual 
DNA results will be printed, and the name of 
the person will not be put on the blood sample. 

Volunteers will be kept informed about the 
progress of the research through bi-annual 


newsletters giving out results of what has 
been found in their area.

New trust aims to rebuild pier 


VIEW 
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HERNE Bay’s iconic pier 
could be restored to its for¬ 
mer glory with the forma¬ 
tion of a trust which has 
vowed to raise funds to ren¬ 
ovate the famous land¬ 
mark. 

Forty years after the 
pier’s closure, and the trust, 
founded earlier this year, is 
ready to embark on what 
they are calling a “once in a 
lifetime project”. 


A spokesman for the new 
Heme Bay Pier Tmst said: 
“The Trust was founded 
with 11 tmstees who, not 
only live locally, but have 
each been specifically 
selected for the skills and 
experience they can bring 
to the project. 

The pier was closed to the 
public in 1968 after it was 
deemed too dangerous to 
use following years of neg¬ 


lect. The grand pavilion on 
the shoreward side burned 
down in 1970, and was 
replaced by the sports cen¬ 
tre in 1976. 

An official public launch 
is planned later this year.

How playful 
pigs fell into 
deep trouble 


WHEN a pair of potbellied pigs 
got stuck in a well it was up to fire 
fighters to save their bacon. 

The crew was called to Chalk Hill Farm in 
New House Lane, Thanington Without, last 
Wednesday morning after the pair of 
Kunekune pigs fell 10 feet down a well con¬ 
taining a septic tank. 

It is thought the sisters, Bramley and 
Bramble, aged three, were play¬ 
ing near the pit when they fell 
in. 

Fire fighters wearing dry 
suits, specially trained in ani¬ 
mal rescue, used a ladder to 
reach the pigs and attempted to 
attach a harness to one of the 
panicked porkers. 

But the pigs were too small 
for the harnesses, which are 
normally used to rescue larger 
livestock, so fire fighters had to 
think of something else. 

To make more room, they 
removed the septic tank from 
the well, and dropped a net 
down to snare the pigs. Crew 
members used bananas to entice the pigs, 
then winched the sisters to safety. 

Owner, Julie Hardy, who uses the farm as a 
life skills centre for teenagers, said: “I saw 
Bramley and Bramble playing near the well 
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when I saw them fall. As they are pets, we 
were all quite concerned for their safety, 
although they didn’t seem too bothered about 
being down the well!” 

Station manager Simon Smith, who was in 
charge of the incident, said: “It was quite a 
difficult rescue. The fire crew had little access 
to the pigs initially, so we had 
no other option but to winch 
the septic tank out of the well. 

“Although this gave the crew 
more space to work in, they 
experienced quite a lot of diffi¬ 
culty convincing the pigs to 
enter the net. But eventually, 
with the help of the owners and 
some food, crews managed to 
hoist the pair to safety.” 

After an hour of winching, 
heaving and a lot of noise from 
the pigs, the fire fighters pulled 
the pair to safety. Amazingly 
the sisters were returned to 
their sty unhurt from their 
ordeal. 

Mr Smith added: “Julie was very thankful 
to our fire fighters. We definitely saved her 
pigs’ bacon.” 

Kunekunes are a small breed of domestic 
pig from New Zealand.

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Brave community officers 
praised for saving man 

THREE police community support officers 
have been praised after they saved a man’s 
life as he fell from a bridge over a main road. 

The 28-year-old was sitting on the railings 
above the A2 at Canterbury when members 
of the public alerted two nearby PCSOs, 
Trevor Ingram and Sam Milton. 

As they rushed to the bridge they were 
joined by fellow officer Paul Rigden. 

But as they began talking to the “dis¬ 
tressed” man, he toppled backwards and the 
PCSOs grabbed hold of his legs to save him. 

Police stopped the traffic on the dual car¬ 
riageway during the incident. 

Chief Insp Mark Harrison said: “I am sure 
their timely intervention saved this man’s 
life and I have nothing but praise for their 
level headedness and swift action. 

"This was a traumatic incident that could 
have ended very differently had it not been 
for what they did.” 

The local man was detained under the 
Mental Health Act and taken to the city’s St 
Martin’s Hospital. 


Custom car kids dragged 
out of bed by the police 

BOY racers around Heme Bay received a mde 
awakening from police with an early morning 
wake-up call from uniformed officers. 

Cops visited a number of addresses in the 
town and Whitstable to issue offenders with 
warning notices after complaints had been 
made to the police about anti-social drivers in 
the Central Parade and Neptune car park 
area of Heme Bay. 

Insp Gordon Etheridge said: “Those drivers 
woken early by my officers might gain some 
sympathy for the residents whose peace has 
been regularly disturbed by their manner of 
driving. We shall be repeating the operation 
and ensuring the message gets home.” 

Has the Bayeux Tapestery 
got its roots right here? 

WAS the famous Bayeux Tapestry actually 
made in Canterbury? 

Most scholars believe it was made in 
England and more than one piece of evi¬ 
dence points to the city.

Third tour for Howe 
Barracks regiment 

SOLDIERS from Kent’s county regiment are 
gearing up for their third tour of Iraq. 

Defence secretary Des Browne has confirmed 
that the 1st Battalion The Princess of Wales’ 
Royal Regiment - which has its headquarters in 
Canterbury’s Howe Barracks - will be deployed 
to Basra in the south of the war-tom country in 
November. 

Some of the 1PWRR soldiers who will join up 
with the 20th Armoured Brigade have served in 
Iraq twice previously, in 2004 and 2006. 

Brigade commander Brigadier Tom Beckett 
said: “Each time the 
brigade has 

deployed, the opera¬ 
tional situation has 
been different. Each 
time there have been 
different challenges. 

“This year we go 
knowing there is 
optimism in Iraq that 
the dark days of pre¬ 
vious years can be 
contained. This is 
especially true in 
Basra. 

“The Iraqi Security 
Forces are in the lead

‘With security in TOUR: Scots bound for Iraq 
place, the government of Iraq - at national, 
provincial and local levels - will be better able to 
develop good governance and economic gains. 

“At the same time we will ensure our activity 
supports the aims and goals of the Multi- 
National Force.” 

More than 350 troops will be sent with the 
brigade to Basra. 

Last month it was announced a further 
detachment of 170 soldiers from B Company 
1PWRR will deploy to Afghanistan for six 
months with the Royal Marines.

Boris is blasted over 
'barmy 7 airport plan

LONDON Mayor Boris Johnson 
needs to learn a thing or two about 
Kent’s landscape, says county 
council leader and fellow Tory, Paul 
Carter. 

Mr Johnson angered residents, environmen¬ 
talists and politicians alike this week when he 
suggested a new airport on an artificial island 
off Sheppey could be the answer to overcrowd¬ 
ing at Heathrow. 

Cllr Carter has criticised similar proposals 
in the past and says there is “no hope” of such 
a scheme being implemented. 

He told KOS Media: “I think Mr Johnson’s 
suggestion is a bridge too far. 

“All the mist and fog in the autumn and the 
wind and potential flood problems in the win¬ 
ter would make Sheppey entirely unsuitable 
for an airport. 

“A much better solution would be to expand 
Manston airport and bring much-needed 
prosperity to the east of the county. 

“We are making our views known to Mr 
Johnson’s office, but the sooner we get togeth¬ 
er the better. 

“I don’t think he even knows where Manston 
is, so clearly needs educating about it. I find it 
very frustrating when he says things like this 
and we obviously need to have a chat.” 

Cllr Carter said he did not expect to be able 
to speak to Mr Johnson at the Tory party con¬ 
ference this week, but he added he would at 
one of two meetings the pair will be attending 
next month. 

Mr Johnson’s comments also angered mem¬ 
bers of KCC’s Labour group, who say the 
mayor is trying to placate west London voters 
opposed to the growth of Heathrow. 

Shadow cabinet spokesman Cllr Roger 
Truelove described it as “another barmy Tory 
proposal”. 


He added: “Mr Johnson is clearly putting 
London first and is showing a complacent dis¬ 
regard for Kent. 

“The notion an airport could be built in the 
Thames estuary and then linked somehow to 
the high-speed domestic train service from 
Sittingboume is schoolboy thinking. 

“The investment overheads at a time of cost 
pressures on the whole air passenger industry 
are truly prohibitive. Kent has insufficient 
commercial and passenger hinterland to justi¬ 
fy a London airport. All logic suggests the obvi¬ 
ous location for growth, if it is really necessary, 
is to the west of London. 

“What strikes me as truly disturbing is that 
the Mayor of London can make these sorts of 
remarks with, presumably, no consultation 
with his colleagues in Kent.” 

The Royal Society for the Protection of Birds 


highlights the fact that the Thames estuary 
has one of the biggest groups of special protec¬ 
tion areas in Europe and is used by some 
300,000 migratory birds. 

South East director Chris Corrigan said that 
to build an airport in it would potentially be 
“the single biggest piece of environmental van¬ 
dalism” ever perpetrated in the UK 

He added: “Mr Johnson doesn’t seem to have 
grasped UK law that before you destroy a pro¬ 
tected habitat you have to recreate it some¬ 
where else first. 

“How do you recreate massive areas of the 
Thames estuary? And even then he would 
have to prove there is no alternative site for 
the expansion anywhere else. It’s just ludi¬ 
crous. We have been here before and the facts 
remain the same - the idea of an airport in the 
Thames estuary is a total non-starter.” 


Good report for 
foster service 

KENT County Council has received good 
grades in an inspection report from Ofsted 
on its fostering service. 

There are more than 700 foster carers 
around the county supporting KCC’s work 
in protecting and looking after children. 
Inspectors spoke to young people, their car¬ 
ers and support staff as part of the review. 

The category rated as outstanding was for 
“helping children make a positive contribu¬ 
tion” which covered contact with family and 
friends, sensitivity to the needs of biological 
parents and the involvement by children in 
the planning and delivery of services. 

Ofsted inspector Lucy Ansell said in her 
report: “This is a strong service that deliv¬ 
ers good outcomes, with elements of out¬ 
standing practice within the specialist serv¬ 
ices and for positive contribution overall.” 

KCC’s Leyland Ridings said: “I am very 
pleased with this inspection report, particu¬ 
larly the hutstanding’ rating for a key area 
of our fostering service. I pay tribute to our 
foster carers and staff for their work. 

‘We will continue to work with children 
and carers to make further improvements 
and action the recommendations made by 
the inspection team.”

£315m scheme focuses on struggling pupils 


EVERY primary school 
pupil who falls behind in the 
three Rs will be entitled to 
one-to-one tuition from 2011. 

In a scheme costing £315 
million, children aged seven- 
11 who are failing to make 
adequate progress will have 
a guaranteed right to per¬ 
sonal tuition. 

The Department for 
Children, Schools and 


Families said the funding 
had already been announced 
and would be given to local 
authorities who will be 
responsible for employing 
tutors who would work in 
schools on a one-to-one basis. 

Parents would also have a 
right to appeal to Kent 
County Council if they felt 
their children should be eli¬ 
gible for the scheme, but had 


not been identified as such. 

According to the depart¬ 
ment, the scheme would be 
based on existing “making 
good progress” pilots which 
offer support for children in 
the last years of primary 
school and early years of sec¬ 
ondary school.

SURVEYS have long since been 
used to promote then decry pretty 
much everything and anything. 

Seemingly every foodstuff has its day in the 
sun as a ‘health booster’ before someone pops 
up and highlights its carcinogenic aspects and 
we’re left scratching our heads as to whether 
it will save us or kill us. 

Every survey has an agenda, so you take 
them with a pinch of salt. Unless, of course, it’s 
another one saying not to eat too much salt. 

But last week there was a particularly daft 
one which consumed the column inches. 

Emanating from the US, it claimed men in 
management with a sexist attitude consistent¬ 
ly earned more than those with a more equal¬ 
ity-minded attitude. 

It didn’t suggest that ‘goosing’ colleagues as 
you stroll to the canteen might be good for 
your career prospects, but if you just skimmed 
the headlines you’d think society was taking 
something of a backward step. 

It was also presented in a way which sug¬ 
gested that a man’s worth and status is only 


determined by the size of his salary. And, if 
there is one thing us men do know as a pure, 
solid fact, it is that size is most definitely not 
everything. 

The headlines proclaimed that ‘It pays men 
to be sexist’ and ‘There is hope for chauvinistic 
men after all’. 

And, perhaps most irritatingly, it gave those 
annoying blokes in the office with a chip on 
their shoulder and a viewpoint straight from 
that Harry Enfield sketch (‘Women - know 
your limits’) some sort of justification for sit¬ 
ting together during their coffee break draw¬ 
ing up lists based on the ‘best breasts’ in the 
sales department. 

Believe a woman’s place is in the home and 
that men are better in the workplace and that 
pay rise you’ve got your eye on will be yours 
(unless, one assumes, your boss is a woman), it 
would suggest. 

Because surely the findings suggest what so 
many of us already know: that those in posi¬ 
tions of power get there by stomping on other 
people and are just as likely to be obnoxious to 
women as they are men. Sexism is prevalent 


in senior management positions. As James 
Brown so rightly crooned, it’s a man’s, man’s 
world, and while that remains the case there 
is likely to be little desire from blokes with sex¬ 
ist viewpoints to challenge the status quo. 

The facts are simple. If you are a right-think¬ 
ing, equality-supporting man of the 21st cen¬ 
tury, the reality is you will want to spend your 
time serving the needs of your family as much 
as you do climbing the greasy pole. 

You’ll want evenings where you spend some 
quality time with your kids, weekends where 
you do things together as a family, and don’t 
see time outside the nine-to-five as an oppor¬ 
tunity purely for networking or business. 

Crucially, you probably won’t want to join 
the sexist idiots who do occupy so many senior 
management positions. 

And, despite some whimpering the opposite, 
that work-life balance is achievable - you just 
have to work equally as hard at both.

Casualties prove we 
need a 20mph limit 

The Department for Transport has 
released the latest road casualty 
figures. 

Kent and Medway had 834 
casualties in 2007, which included 
358 cyclists and 75 children. 

Kent County Council has been 
very slow to respond to calls for 
20mph speed limits in residential 
areas. It should have a uniform 
policy for all residential roads, along 
with Medway, in its Local Transport 
Plan. 

I lived in Austria for 17 years. The 
city of Graz has half the rate of road 
deaths compared with similar cities 
in the UK, thanks to a speed limit 
on almost all roads of 30kph 
(19mph). When the new limit was 
introduced in 1992, there was a 
sharp decline of 24 per cent in 
serious injuries on the roads. Kent 
and Medway should follow the lead 
which Graz has given. 

At present, Kent is planning to 
allow growth in traffic despite the 
increasing air pollution in many 
communities. This, combined with 
permitting excessive speeds in 
residential areas, shows an 
exceptional lack of concern for 
public safety and health. We call 
upon Kent and Medway councils to 
take action on these matters 
without delay.

Yes we can 

be inspired 


Boy George brings some culture to Kent 


THE boy is back in town as 
one of Britain’s most strik¬ 
ing vocalists brings his 
stunning voice to entertain 
Kent audiences. 

After enjoying successful concerts 
earlier this year, the former Culture 
Club singer is back in the county 
ahead of the release of his new single 
on October 12. He has been so 
inspired by the US presidential cam¬ 
paign of Democrat candidate Barack 
Obama that the new song, Yes We 
Can, contains samples from Obama’s 
stirring speeches. 

But although George is backing 
Obama - potentially the first black 
president - above his Republican 
rival John McCain, he stressed that 
the song is not about politics. 

“It’s about me, what I’ve been going 
through,” he said. “It was just inspira¬ 
tional in the sense that Obama’s got 
quite a hopeful approach, if you look 
at what’s been going on in the last 
few years with the right wing. 

“What he has to offer is lighter and

gentler and he has great charisma.” 

George, 47, clearly relates to 
Obama’s message, but the song also 
marks a new perspective on the fame 
which has proved to be a mixed bless¬ 
ing in the past. 

George O’Dowd was born in 
Eltham, London, the third eldest of 
seven children. Attention was hard to 
come by so George expressed his indi¬ 
viduality by dressing outrageously. 
His androgynous look caught the 
attention of pop guru Malcolm 
McLaren, the man behind the Sex 
Pistols, and George began appearing 
with a group called Bow Wow Wow. 

Shortly afterwards George formed 
his own band, Culture Club. The 
debut album, Kissing To Be Clever, 
was released in 1982 and the third 
single, Do You Really Want To Hurt 
Me?, was their first major hit. It 
reached the number one spot in 16 
countries and number two in 


America, making a star of eye-catch¬ 
ing vocalist Boy George. 

But chart success was coupled with 
drug addiction, along with harsh 
media scrutiny of his personal life, 
and the group disbanded just four 
years later. 

George initially enjoyed a success¬ 
ful solo career during the late 80s 
and early 90s, but the hits began to 
dry up and he gradually turned his 
attention to the club scene where he 
has become a leading DJ. 

He has had a series of brushes with 
the law over the last few years, 
including arrests on suspicion of 
cocaine possession and, most recent¬ 
ly, false imprisonment. 

But, armed with a fresh perspec¬ 
tive and his outstanding soul voice, 
Boy George is inviting fans to join 
him on a new musical journey.

COUNCIL events organisers have 
all the fun. 

From what I can gather, the powers-that-be 
hand down a vague list of demands and a 
moderate budget to said organisers who then 
get on and, erm, organise things. 

The trick, it would seem, is in organising 
something that we hard-paying taxpayers 
actually want. 

With this in mind I tip my cap to the team 
behind next month’s Canterbury Festival, and 
in particular the people responsible for sorting 
out the ‘world music’ line-up - they’ve done a 
sterling job. 

Among the nine acts on show across the two 
week festival are a group of Buddhist monks, a 
Senegalese orchestra, Mick Fleetwood (yes, the 
Mick Fleetwood of Fleetwood Mac fame) and 
cult Scottish indie rockers Camera Obscura. 

I think it’s fair to say the organisers have 
come good on both the ‘world’ and ‘music’ parts 
of their brief. 

Here’s a run-down of my top five musical 
picks of the festival: 

1) CAMERA OBSCURA 

• If you are not a huge Camera Obscura fan

then the only explanation is that you can’t 
have heard any of their music. There is no 
other alternative. Songs such as Lloyd I’m 
Ready To Be Heartbroken, Eighties Fan 
and Tears for Affairs are classic toe-tappers 
and achingly beautiful.

3) JOSE GONZALEZ 

• Jose’s big break came courtesy of Sony’s

and platinum award-winning top-ten album 
later, the Argentinian-Swedish singer song¬ 
writer comes to the Marlowe Theatre on 
Friday, October 17. Doors at 8pm. Tickets start

4) THE MICK FLEETWOOD BLUES BAND 

• This gig includes a tribute to the original 
Fleetwood Mac, the all-male blues band that 
started it all in 1967. Featuring former Mac 
singer and lead guitarist Rick Vito and Mr 
Mick Fleetwood himself, this is one perform¬ 
ance not to be missed. Mick and co take to the 
Marlowe Theatre on Saturday, October 25. 
Doors open at 7.30pm. Tickets range from 
£26.50-£28.50. 

5) THE MAGNETS 

• I’ll be honest, I don’t know much about The 
Magnets, but the pre-festival bumpf describes 
them as a “sharp-suited all-male a cappella 
sextet who perform with unrivalled sophisti¬ 
cation, charisma and flair”. To quote the film 
Jerry Maguire, “You had me at hello”. The

This Bud's for Kevin

HIS star may have fallen 
off the movie chart of late, 
but Kevin Costner still 
shines in many hearts 
and minds as the swash¬ 
buckling hero of Robin 
Hood: Prince Of Thieves. 

His most famous screen charac¬ 
ters - the saviour of Whitney 
Houston in The Bodyguard or the 
frontier cowboy in epic Oscar-win- 
ner Dances With Wolves - are 
remembered fondly as all-out 
winners. 

How times have changed. Yes, 
Kevin is still a movie star, 
although he may be a little less 
famous these days, but his newest 
role sees him portray a bona fide 
loser. 

Now 53, Kevin plays beer-swig¬ 
ging Texan trailer-trash Bud 
Johnson in new comedy movie 
Swing Vote. 

The film starts with Bud’s 11- 
year-old daughter Molly acciden¬ 
tally setting off a chain of events 
which leads to the American pres¬ 
idential election coming down to 
just one vote - Bud’s. 

Unfortunately, he happens to be 
as apathetic as they come. Cue 
Kelsey Grammar’s Republican 
President incumbent Andrew 
Boone and Democratic hopeful 
Donald Greenleaf (Dennis 
Hopper), doing everything they 
can to get Bud’s vote and win the 
White House. 

It sounds like a ridiculous set¬ 
up, but Kevin picked the role 
because he believes the film does 
have serious things to say. 

“There’s a lot of us in Bud,” he 
explains. “I don’t think people like 
Bud are just in the lower econom¬ 
ic stratosphere. There’s a lot of 
apathy in people. 

“There’s disenfranchisement in 


the single mom who just can’t find 
time to vote because she’s work¬ 
ing too damn hard. People who 
don’t vote aren’t just people who 
don’t have a lot, or who lack ambi¬ 
tion. It’s right across the board.” 

Of course, with the US presi¬ 
dential election coming up on 
November 4, the film could be 
seen as a timely reminder to 
Americans to get out and vote. 
But Kevin insists that’s not the 


case. “I hope it will stand up as a 
classic American comedy,” he says. 

Clearly a determined man, 
Kevin wasn’t put off by a reluc¬ 
tance from some quarters to 
cough up the cash to put Swing 
Vote into production.

He then found love again with 
German model Christine 
Baumgartner, whom he married 
in 2004. Their son, Cayden, is now

No longer a spring chicken, 
Kevin is all too aware of the pres¬ 
sures of ageing in Hollywood. But 
he maintains that he is more than 
comfortable in his own skin. 

“I want to stay healthy because 
I still want to be attractive to my 
wife,” he declares with a smile. 

“My wife’s a good partner. 
You’ve got to try for your partner. 
I expect her to try for me. I don’t 
want to get lazy. I don’t want to be 
embarrassed about how I carry 
myself or how I look. 

“I want to be my age, but I’m 
going to be the best I can at my 
age.”

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Going green in the Caribbean sun

MOST people go to Antigua to get 
brown, but now the islanders are 
keen for visitors to go green. 

So environmentally conscious has the island 
become that a new eco-friendly hotel has 
opened: the Verandah Resort and Spa on Long 
Bay. Its neat, low-rise buildings are surround¬ 
ed by 30 unspoilt acres on the east coast, over¬ 
looking a powder-soft, sandy beach. 

It was 10 years since we had last visited 
Antigua and after our comfortable Virgin 
Atlantic flight we were eager to renew our 
acquaintance as we touched down at the small 
and quiet VC Bird International Airport. 

As so often happens abroad, our taxi driver 
was more tour guide than cabbie. He was 
proud to point out a beautiful cricket ground 
that has been created within the airport com¬ 
plex. 

Heading across the island, we passed the 
main Test ground too, named in honour of the 
island’s most famous player, Sir Vivian 
Richards. 

Because Antigua is a small island, with just 
76,000 people, everyone seems to know every¬ 
one else. The taxi driver knows Sir Viv. Our 
waiter went to school with fast bowler Andy 
Roberts, another giant of West Indies cricket 
in its golden era. 

Our first impression was that everything 
had smartened up since we were last here. 
What we remembered as run-down shacks

had been given a good lick of paint and looked 
rather cosy as holiday boltholes. Roads in the 
Caribbean are never going to get you any¬ 
where fast, but even so we managed to reach 
the Verandah within an hour of touching 
down. 

The resort has been created on the quieter, 
eastern side of the island. The Atlantic side of 
Caribbean islands is always the less-devel¬ 
oped and windier coast, with most of the luxu¬ 
ry resorts on the west. 

Although it is certainly breezy at Verandah, 
the resort lies on a tranquil bay and is largely 
screened from the windy Atlantic, with its 200 
white-painted, cottage-style villas glinting in 
the sunshine. 

They have private balconies with sea views, 
and every air-conditioned bedroom has a king- 
size bed. 

The Verandah has made a commitment to 
meet the highest environmental standards 
and management are quick to point out its 
green credentials. 

These include the rational use of energy and 


water, the use of biodegradable cleaning mate¬ 
rials, supporting a carbon offset programme 
and buying sustainable goods from local pro¬ 
ducers. 

Although perfect for couples who can happi¬ 
ly laze around the pools and relax on the large¬ 
ly deserted beaches, the Verandah pitches 
itself as a family resort. 

If you don’t want to be pampered in the spa, 
the options for sporting action include wind¬ 
surfing, snorkelling, kayaking and tennis. 

There is a children’s club that includes an 
activity centre built from locally-sourced tim¬ 
ber. Uninhabited islands such as Green Island 
and Bird Island can be reached in a few min¬ 
utes, too. 

This summer, prices are likely to be particu¬ 
larly attractive due to the sagging US dollar, 
which has such a critical influence on the 
Caribbean economy. 

Check out the prices and you might be pleas¬ 
antly surprised to find how cheaply you can go 
green at this time of year, on one of the most 
beautiful islands in the world.

HOME renovations could leave you out 
of pocket during the credit crunch, 
according to a survey. 

Research carried out by Abbey found 
that previously profitable improve¬ 
ments, such as extensions and new 
kitchens, can leave you poorer in the cur¬ 
rent climate. 

According to the study, the more laid 
out, the more lost, because the cost of the 
work will not be reflected in the sale 
price. 

The average cost of an extension is 
£33,800, but it would add only about 
£13,500 to the property’s price, according 
to the report. 

Abbey recommends less expensive 
modifications to achieve the best price, 
including: 

• Get the decorators in. The average cost 
of painting and decorating a home is 
£1,330, but the cosmetic improvement 
adds £3,557 to its value. 

• Do it yourself. A study by Alliance and 
Leicester shows almost a third of home- 
owners are planning to save money by 
doing their own improvements. 

• Clean is beautiful. Hire a steam clean¬ 
er to sort out carpets and upholstery. 

• Maximise natural light. It is possible 
to shift difficult homes by removing net 
curtains. 

• Get rid of clutter. Use eBay and 
Gumtree. Donate or swap stuff on 
freecycle.org. Charities such as the 
Salvation Army may also be able to pick 
up bulky items from your home. 

• Hide the dog/children. Smelly pets and 
messy children can put buyers off. 

Haven amid the 
global turmoil 

PROPERTY is a better and safer invest¬ 
ment than stocks and shares in the glob¬ 
al economic slump, according to portfolio 
managers from the Young Group. 

Experts analysing the market said in 
the last 55 years UK house prices have 
had an annual fall in just five, whereas 
the FTSE 100 index has never reached 
the peak of December 1999 in the years 
since. 

The firm also pointed out property can¬ 
not lose its entire value overnight, 
unlike shares. 

“Property investment is a tangible 
asset and easy to comprehend,” said a 
spokesman. 


SWITCHING to a better mortgage 
deal can save homeowners thou¬ 
sands of pounds and help ride out 
the economic downturn.

Which? Money’s five golden rules for getting 
a good mortgage deal are; 

1 Shop around. Don’t choose a mortgage 
lender simply because you already bank with 
it. 

2 Check the overall cost of the deal. Don’t get 
sucked in by a low interest rate as it could 
have hefty fees attached. 

3 Avoid paying the standard rate. Consider 
switching to avoid reverting to the standard 
variable rate when your deal ends. 

4 Do your homework. Some of the best deals 
are not available through advisers, so do your 
own research as well. 

5 Don’t buy insurance from your lender. Most 
lenders aren’t Which? Money Best Buy home 
insurers, so shop around to save money. 


Martyn Hocking, the editor of Which? 
Money, said: “The cost of mortgages has soared 
in the last couple of years, but a lot of the focus 
has been on what’s happening with interest 
rates when in fact it’s the total cost of the deal 
that’s important. 

“Arrangement fees are now more than 
£1,000 on average and sometimes much high¬ 


er, which means that an eye-catching interest 
rate can be misleading. 

‘Whatever you do, don’t take the lazy option 
of simply taking out a deal with your bank or 
staying on your lender’s standard variable 
rate. If you shop around and do your home¬ 
work, you could cut your mortgage costs by 
hundreds of pounds.”

The leather, walnut and deep carpet looks 
and feels top-notch and the seats are comfort¬ 
able with full electric adjustment as standard 
on the front pair - specification is generous 
across the range. 

It really is a car that imparts a feel-good fac¬ 
tor and, with decent fuel consumption, keeps 
you at peace with your conscience even if 
diesel versions start at £45,500 - some £2,000 
more than the 3.0-litre petrol entry model. 

Our car was also the stretched ‘L’ or limo 
diesel version in upmarket Sovereign trim, 
which costs £53,300 and makes you feel as 
though you should dawdle and revel in its lux¬ 
ury, style and sumptuous ride. 

Nevertheless, the XJ upholds the finest 
tradition of Jaguar sporting saloons: it will 
purr when treated gently and growl when 
kicked and that 2.7-litre diesel sounds like a 
petrol unit in either mood. 

A lighter body and quick steering make this 
large car deceptively quick on its feet on a 
winding road too, with the ‘J-Gate’ gearbox 
selector allowing manual selection of the six 
gears, though you soon get used to leaving it in 
well-organised fully ‘auto’.

The original 
IS200 was also underpowered yet juicy, while the rarer IS300 had 
the grunt, but was even thirstier. However, the IS-Series makes a 
great used buy with lots of kit and presence. 


THIS brave attempt to attack dominant German models was 
affected by taunts that it was a re-worked Ford Mondeo. But this 
is naive and silly when the X-Type handles so well in both front and 
four-wheel drive formats. It is also affordable and has built a reputa¬ 
tion for reliability, comfort and driver appeal. There is even an estate 
that is attractive and practical though it does command a premium 
second-hand. Best of all, there are two quality diesel options. 


THERE is a lot of Vauxhall underneath the Saab, but there is nothing 
wrong with that in terms of reliability and durability, especially when 
clothed by a low slung slinky body that deserves the 9-3's 'Sport 
Saloon' tag. Where the Swede scores on the used market is through 
sporty yet frugal diesel options, faltering prices for older examples 
and greater availability of the rakish Sportwagon estate that arrived 
in 2005 to make up for the lack of a hatchback model.

Disputes on the rise 
as cash gets tighter 

BOSSES and firms are getting frayed at 
the edges as the stress of the downturn 
takes its toll, with experts reporting that 
contract disputes are rising. 

Businesses are taking more care over 
verifying terms of contracts with cus¬ 
tomers and suppliers, and business part¬ 
ners are increasingly locking horns, 
warns the Law Society. 

President Paul Marsh said: “Our mem¬ 
bers tell us companies are exercising 
caution with contracts as they tighten 
their belts. Disputes tend to arise over 
what is a fair or unfair contract term. 

“In the current climate many contracts 
will be under the microscope. Many 
solicitors, as well as being skilled litiga¬ 
tors, are trained in alternative dispute 
resolution methods, such as mediation.”

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TAKING ON GOLIATH: Many small firms have been driven to distraction - and sometimes the wall - by bigger businesses, but the fightback could now be under way 


BIG firms have always been noto¬ 
rious for being slow in paying bills 
to suppliers, denting crucial cash¬ 
flow and sometimes putting them 
out of business. 

But now the Davids are beginning to stand 
up to the Goliaths. 

Alliance Boots, the pharmaceuticals giant 
which was publicly criticised by the Forum of 
Private Business (FPB), has backtracked on 
plans to force one of its suppliers to accept an 
extended payment period of up to 105 days, 
along with an additional charge. 

The FPB, which has many members in 
Kent, is concerned that some public sector 
organisations, such as the NHS, are also fail¬ 
ing to pay on time, so is calling on government 
agencies to pay smaller firms promptly in 
order to set an example for companies such as 
Alliance Boots. 

Justine and Martin Thompson, of training

firm MTa International of Yorkshire, refused 
to bow to the firm’s demands, which included 
charging suppliers a 2.5 per cent ‘settlement 
discount’ for paying them within the extended 
period. 

But the FPB believes most of the 22 compa¬ 
nies on the ‘shame list’ - which includes 
Alliance Boots - will not take smaller firms’ 
payment issues seriously until the 
Government takes a lead. 

FPB’s adviser on late payments, Stuart 
Blake, said: “Alliance Boots’ attempt to vary 
payment provisions is likely to fall foul of sec¬ 
tion 14 of the Late Payment of Commercial 
Debts (Interest) Act. 

“It is also clear that the Government intro¬ 
duced this legislation in order to gain head¬ 
lines, without any intention of being bound by 
it. One example of this was clearly shown in 


the way that the Department for Food, the 
Environment and Rural Affairs (Defra) intim¬ 
idated its creditors who were involved in the 
clear-up operation after the foot-and-mouth 
disease crisis of 2002. 

“A large number of companies went out of 
business as a result and many had to settle for 
50 per cent of what they were owed, or less.” 

In 1998, after 15 years of campaigning, the 
FPB won a right for small firms to charge 
interest against late-payers via the late 
Payment of Commercial Debts (Interest) Act. 

The FPB is investigating claims that small 
firms are not taking legal action against late- 
payers because they fear future business deal¬ 
ings could be jeopardised. 

Research by BACS payment services found 
that late payment cost the UKs economy 
£18.6 million over the 12-month duration of 
the survey. 

On average, according to BACS, small firms 
were owed £30,000 at any one time.

Key finds little solace 
in season of what ifs

ROB Key attempted to treat tri¬ 
umph and disaster in a manner 
Rudyard Kipling would have 
endorsed after Kent’s relegation, 
but there was no concealing his 
sense of professional hurt. 

‘You want to be the best team in the country 
at four-day cricket and that’s now out of the 
equation for next season,” the Kent skipper 
said. Obviously being in Division 2 is going to 
be something new for us and we’ve got to get 
out of that before we can even think about 
being the best again.” 

Key will have to spend the next six months 
picking over the bones of a campaign that 
threatened to be one of the most successful in 
domestic history and instead ended in univer¬ 
sal disappointment. 

Key could conceivably have been England’s 
captain by now. His name was mentioned after 
Michael Vaughan’s resignation and at the time 
he led a side fighting on all four fronts. 

With a little nudge from the cricketing gods 
Kent could have won both domestic one-day 
finals, the county championship and Division 2 
of the Pro40 league. 

Instead the county are contemplating life in 
the bottom rung of the County Championship 
for the first time, without the consolation of a 
trophy to tide them over the winter. 

“It was pretty tough,” Key admitted after los¬ 
ing to Durham. “But that’s the thing about 
cricket. We pretty much knew what our fate 
was going to be after the first day and against 
such a strong side it was always going to be 
tough. 

“By the time it hits you you’re at least pre¬ 
pared for it. The trouble is, you’ve got to wait six 
months to put it right.” 

If Saturday’s defeat wasn’t enough for Key, he 
also had to stomach the news he’d been fined 
£1,250 by the ECB for likening their pitch 
inspectors to the cast of the Muppet Show, fol¬ 
lowing Kent’s game with Durham at Chester- 
le-Street in August. 

He issued an unreserved apology, though 
many Kent supporters, with memories of the 
point deduction in 2005 still rankling, agreed 
with his initial remarks, given the fact that 
Durham escaped similar censure. Key at least 


managed a joke when asked if he had any 
hopes of a Champions League reprieve: “Maybe 
they’ll feel sorry for us. 

“I was just getting a bit sick of the whole ‘will 
they, won’t they’ saga. [An appeal] is something 
we’ll maybe have a look at, but it’s such a mine¬ 


field. A lot of players signed up for the Indian 
Cricket League not realising what they were 
getting themselves into. They just thought they 
were going to make a bit of money playing 
cricket, without realising they were going to be 
treated this way.”

What crisis?” was 
Whitstable Town chairman Tony 
Rouse’s verdict despite the side 
remaining rooted to the foot of the 
Ryman South table after 
Saturday’s defeat to Leatherhead. 

The Oystermen, who surpassed expectations 
with 14th place on their Ryman League debut 
last season, have struggled so far this cam¬ 
paign. A solitary goal from Jason Henry in the 
first half at the Belmont condemned Town to 
their sixth defeat in seven games. 

Pre-season talk at the club focused on push¬ 
ing on for a top half finish, but with almost a 
quarter of the league season gone, a battle 
against relegation to the Kent League looks 
more likely. 

Despite their precarious position, Rouse 
backed manager Marc Seager to turn the 
team’s form around. 

He told Yourcanterbury: “No one at the club 
can possibly be happy with the situation we 
find ourselves in. Bottom of the table after 
nine games - neither the manager, myself, the 
committee nor the supporters are pleased to 
see that. But we are determined to be a 
Ryman League club next year. 

“We are all behind Marc and feel he is the 
right man for the job. Sure, he’s going to make 
mistakes because he is a young manager - it’s 
only his third season. 

“I don’t want to put a timescale on this 
because I don’t want to put Marc under any 
more pressure. We are fully behind the man¬ 
ager and the team - it’s business as usual.” 

The slump is a rare bleak spell for Seager, 
who has enjoyed success in his short manage¬ 
rial career. Under his guidance the Oystermen 
romped to the Kent League title in 2006/07 
and also won the Kent Senior Trophy. 

Last season’s mid-table finish was the high¬ 


est in the club’s history, but Rouse believes 
they could be suffering from ‘second season 
syndrome’, where sides are relegated after an 
excellent first season in a division. 

He said: “I think so. Marc said to me the last 
thing he wants is for us to be another 
Horsham YMCA, who did very well in the 
Ryman League but were relegated in their 


second season. We don’t want that and we will 
do our utmost to make sure it doesn’t happen.” 

The Oystermen had a chance to haul them¬ 
selves off the foot of the table last night as they 
visited Corinthian Casuals, who were one 
place and one point better off before kick-off.

A MISSED penalty eight minutes into injury time handed Canterbury a win over

metres, fell short and wide of the posts, allowing Canterbury’s Gert De Kock to 
gleefully boot the ball into touch to end the game. 

Lydney had all the early pressure and they took a second minute lead when 
Davies kicked a penalty from 50 metres out.

Bay struck back after a quarter of an hour, 
when Stuart King played in Simon Brown, 
who chipped the ball over the goalkeeper, 
who he then clattered into. 

At that point Bay looked a good bet to win 
the game, but on the half hour a contentious 
free-kick turned the tide. Two players went 
for the ball, both hit the deck and a free-kick 
was awarded to Slade Green. 

The resulting cross was headed wide, but a 
botched attempt at a clearance saw the ball 
fall to May, who gobbled up his second. 

Five minutes later, Bay were livid when 
Steve Hanson was ruled to have brought 
down a Green player in the box. 

May converted the spot-kick to give Green 
a 3-1 lead and Bay were unable to make any 
headway during an increasingly fractious 
second half, which saw four of their players 
booked. 

Bathurst says Heme Bay have video evi¬ 
dence that exonerates Hanson. “But he didn’t 
send him off or book him, so we can’t appeal. 
We’ve just got to live with it,” he said.
